Frank A. Fessenden. 

On Monday morning, July n, at about half after 
nine, Frank A. Fessenden, Head Custodian on the 
first floor of the Museum, fell a distance of about 
twenty feet in an elevator shaft on the upper story, 
and was found unconscious a few moments later by 
those who had been alarmed by the sound. He was 
at once removed to the City Hospital, where he was 
found to have suffered a compound fracture of the 
skull, and where he died three hours later without 
regaining consciousness. As an iron railing protects 



the opening of the shaft and was found intact, it is 
supposed that in attempting a short cut across the 
attic he clambered outside and slipped. 

Mr. Fessenden had been in the service of the 
Museum for nine years, first as night watchman and 
later as Custodian, and was trusted and respected by 
employers and companions. A man of few words, his 
passion the wild flowers of our woods, an independent 
mind and good heart spoke in his humorous glance. 
Representatives of the trustees, the staff, and the 
attendants in the Museum were present at the funeral 
services.
